>> J therefore be confefled, that at prefent 
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there is nothing we fhould covet more 
than the Prefervation of Peace: I mean, 
Sir, the preferving ourfelves in Peace ; 
for as to the Peace of Europe, it may 


admit of a Doubt, whether we fhould’ 


give ourfelves { much Trouble about 
preferving it, as we have done for ma- 
ny Years paft. When our Neighbours 
upon the Continent are engaged in 
War, it is certain, they cannot be fuch 
formidable Rivals to us in Trade, as 
when they are ina State of fettled Tran- 
guillity. It is not therefore fo much 
our Bufinefs to prevent a War upon the 
Continent of Europe, as to prevent our 
being principally engaged in it, which 
I am afraid, indeed, is not now in our 
Power; but naturally fpeaking, it can 
never be our Intereit to engage as Prin- 
cipals in any War upon the Continent, 
and, as Auxiliaries, we fhould never en- 
gage farther than may be neceflary to 
prevent its being in the Power of any 
one Nation upon the Gontinent, to ren- 
der itfelf fole Miltrefs of all the relft. 
This is our true Intereft as an Ifland, 
and whilft we purfue this Intere(t, and 
this alone, we fhall always have the 
Good-will of every Nation in Europe, 
that is not aiming at an univerfal Sway ; 
we fhall be courted by every one in its 
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Turn, -and upon every Emergency may 
acquire fome new Advantage to our 
Trade. But if we fet up to be the Di- 
reSors of all the Courts of Europe, 
and intermeddle in every Difpute that 
may happen between the Princes there- 
of, one of thefe Confequences mutt en- 
fue: We fhall either raife a general 

ealoufy and Hatred againft us, or we 
{hall incur that Contempt, which always 
attends the Character of what in private 
Life is called a Bufy-body. 

But now, Sir, with Regafd to that of 
our preferving ourfelves in Peace, as I 
have faid already, it is now more 
neceffary for us to do fo, than ever it 
was heretofore; but {till we are to do 
it with Honour, for Character is as ne- 
ceffary to a Nation as it is to a private 
Man. Notwithftanding our diltrefled 
Circumftances, we are not, for the Sake 
of preferving ourfelves in Peace, to al- 
low our Rights to be invaded, or our 
People to be infulted by any Nation 
whatfoever ; for if it be once found, 
that we fubmit tamely to Indignities of 


this kind, they will! be fo often repeatca, | 


that we muft at laft give up both our 
Plantations and our Trade. If our 
Plantations find pe we will not protect 
them, they will feek for, and will find 
Protection fomewhere elfe: If our Peo- 
ple find themfelves infulted and ill ufed 
at every foreign Port they trade to, they 
will trade to noneat all; and if we tame- 
ly bear fuch Ufage from one Nation, e- 
very Nation will begin to treat us in 
the fame Manner. To be conquered is 
certainly a moft terrible Misfortune; 
but it is terrible only to the Poltron, 
who will chufa to live with Infamy 
rather than to die with Glory; and 
furely, it is more prudent to run the 
Rik of being conquered whilit we have 
fome Strength left, than to be forced to 
run that Rifk alter we have been debi- 
litated by fubmitting to repeated Infults 
and indignities. If we engage at firft, 
we engage with fuch a Character as will 
derogate from the Fiercenefs of our Fne- 
mies, and may give us the Victory tho’ 
unqually matched; but if we wait till 
afier we have loft that Character, it 
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will add to the Prefumption of our Ene. 
mies, and may render their Attack jr. 
refiftible. And this I muft Particular] 
recommend to fome among us mi 
have always feemed a little too fond of 
negotiating. 

_ As to the Negotiation now before Us, 
Sir, or rather a Treaty towards a Ne. 

otiation, I fhall readily admit, thy 
what is called the Obje& of this Treaty 
is a Right one, and fuch a one gs qi 
Europe, except france, and more par 
ticularly Geriany, ought to wih for; 
but at the fame Time I mutt deny its 
being an Object that we ought to pay 
for; and tho’ it may be attainable, | 
think, that our agreeing to fuch a Trea. 
ty as this, is the very wor{t Method 
that can be taken for attaining it. | 
fay the very worlt, Sir, becaufe it is not 
only founded upon a wrong Principle, 
but, in my Opinion, it will defeat the 
very End we pretend to aimat. What 
View have we, Sir? What View can 
we have ? I am fure we can have none 
as Englifhinen, to intermeddle in the 
Affairs of Europe, unlefs it be to pre- 
vail, as far as we can, with the feveral 
Powers thereof to preferve their own 
Independency. Shall we give them Money 
to do fo? Shall we give then Subfidies 
in Time of Peace to do fo? In Time 
of War, when they are reduced to the 
Neceflity of fighting for their iy 08 
dency, we mult give Subfidies to fome 
of them, becaufe they -cannot put their 
‘Troops in Motion, or march them to 
the general Rendezvous without Subfi- 
dies from us. But to give them Subl- 
dies in Time of Peace, Sir, in order to 
prevail with them to take fuch Meatures, 
as they themfelves muft think necellary 
for preferving their own Independency, 
would be a moft ridiculous Cuitom, 2 
Cuftom we muft not lead them into, 
becaufe it would Jead us into an Ex 
pence we cannot poflibly bear. The 
Cafe is very different with regard to 
France, Sir; the Views of the French 
Court are very different from ours: 
Their Views are to fubdue, to deliroy 
the Independency of their Neighbours + 
They mult give Sublidies in Time o 
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peace as well as War, in order to tempt, 

a prefent Intereft, fuch as will be 
fy tempted to neglect their future, ‘This 
pifference is fo manifelt, and {fo well 
underftood by all the Courts of Europe, 
that if we begin to give Subfidies in 
rime of Peace, they will begin to fu- 
fyect that we have fome other Views 
than thofe we fhould have as Engli/h- 
men: They will begin to fufpect, that 
our Views are: not for preferving their 
Independency ; but that we have at lait 
begun to contend with France, which 
of us two {hall render them dependent. 
such a Jealoufy might not, perhaps, 
prevent their accepting our Subfidies in 
Time of Peace, but .it would prevent 
their doing any Thing in Confideration 
of thofe Subfidies ; and in Cafe of a 
War, it would probably induce them 
to join with France againft us; for if 
they mutt chufe an abfolute Matter, I 
am afraid, that moit of them would ra- 
ther chufe the King of Frazce, than 
either the King of Great Britain or the 
Emperor of Germany. 

From hence Gentlemen may fee, Sir, 
that this Treaty is more likely to de- 
feat than to forward the Ele@ion of a 
King of the Romans. If the Electoral 
Princes of Germany think that an im- 
mediate Election is neceflary for their 
Safety, they will proceed to it diredily, 
without any Subfidy from us, nor would 
all the Subfidies France could give, 
prevent their doing fo. If they do not 
think fuch- an- Election -necelary for 
their Safety, they will of Courfe fufpect, 


‘that we have fome fecret View in pnt- 


ting ourfelves to fuch a montftrous Ex- 
pence for the Sake of expediting that 
Election; and if we conilider the pre- 
fent Difputes in Germany, and the ma- 
hy others that may foon be brought 
upon the Carpet, we may fuppofe, that 
rance will not be ata Lofs to iurnith 
fome of the Princes of Germany with 
Probable Grounds for harbouring fuch 
@Sufpicion. I have faid, Sir, a mon- 


us Expence, becaufe, if we are re- 
folved to attain the Object of this 
Treaty, I am very fure, that this Sub- 
fidy to Bavaria is not the only one we 
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muft grant; for when the Fleors of 
Germany find that Money is a-going, 
they will, like other Eleétors, all put 
in fora Share. The Elector of Saxony 
has, upon this Confideration, as good 
a Right to a Subfidy as the Elector of 
Bavaria : As he has now two Daughters 
married into the Houfe of Bovrbon, it 
may be faid to be as neceffary to buy 
him off from that Houfe, as it was to 
buy off the Flector of Bavaria ; and as 
he is likewife one of the Vicars of the 
Empire, and an indifputed one too, 
which Bavaria is not, he may infiit 
upon as large a Subfidy. Perhaps the 
Queen of Hungary may be induced to 
vote for her own Son without a Subfidy ; 
but it will certainly be necetlary to 
grant Subfidies to every one of the Ec- 
clefiaftical Electors ; and as to the King 
of Prujia and Eleétor Palatine, they 
may perhaps do us the favour to fave us 
our Money, by refufing our Subfidy. 
Neverthelefs, it will, without Doubt, 
coft us a very large Sum of Money ; 
and when we have thus penfioned all 
the Electors that will accept of our 
Money, how are we fure that they will 
not find Pretences for putting off the 
Election until the firft Term of their 
Subfidy be expired, on Purpofe that we 
may be obliged to renew the Term, and 
fo from Term to Term till the prefent 
Emperor’s Death, when they would be 
obliged to proceed to an Election, tho’ 
we had never granted a Shilling; and 
it is highly probable, that all the Sums 
we had paid would then have very little 
Influence upon the Election. 

‘Thus it is evident, I think, Sir, that 
the Treaty now under Confideration is 
one of the worft Methods we could 
have chofen, for attaining the End we 
aim at; and tho’ the Exd be in the 
Main a good one, yet I do not think it 
is of fuch Confequence as has been re- 
prefented. The Laws of the Empire 
are the fame during a Vacancy as during 
a Plenitude of the Imperial Throne : 
A Prince may be put to the Ban by the 
Vicars of the Empire, as well as by 
the Emperor himielf; and we know 
that the Family of Bavaria joined with 
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France againft the Emperor and Empire 
in the War in Queen A4vxe’s Reign ; 
therefore the internal Tranquillity of 
Germany does not fo much depend 
upon the Imperial Thfone’s being full, 
as upon the Concord and Unity of the 
feveral Members of that great Body, 
which is more likely to be interrupted 
than cemented by precipitating the E- 
lection. of a King of the Romans, efpe- 
cially when it is done by Methods not 
altogether agreeable to the fundamental 
Laws of the Empire ; for whatever we 
may think in this Country, where Bri- 
bery at Elections feems to be grown 
familiar to us, a Subfidy granted pro- 
felfedly, tho’ not exprefly, in Confide- 
ration of chuting tuch a one King of 
the Romans, and at iuch a Time, as 
we fhall defire, will in other Countvies 
be looked on as a fort of Bribery. Even 
here in this Country, we know by Ex- 
perience, that, tho’a Penfion or Gra- 
tuity may not corrupt the Heart, it will 
confound the Head; tho’it may not be 
able to Force the Will, it docs com- 
monly bias the Judgment of a Voter. 
Therefore, fuppofing we fhould fucceed 
in getting the Archduke 7o/ep4 chofen 
King of the Romans by a Majority of 
the Electors, for that he will be unani- 
moufly chofen I very much queftion, it 
will be fo far from fecuring the Peace 
of Europe, or the internal Tranquillity 
of Germany, that it will fornith rraace 
with a plaufible Pretence, as Guaranty 
of the ‘Treaty of Hejfphalia, for re- 
commencing the War, even in the 
prefent Emperor’s Lifg-time, as foon 
asa proper Opportunity offers, in which 
War fhe wil certainly be joined by 
thofe Princes of the Empire, who de- 
clared againft the Election, and perhaps 
by this very Family, to whom we are 
now to grant a Subfidy. 

If the Family of Bavaria, Sir, have 
really abandoned the Frevch Interett: 
If their late Sufferings have opened 
their Eyes, and made them fee, that - 
the'r true Intereft is connected with the 
Intereit of the common Cavfe of Fxz- 
rope, they will concur in electing the 
Archduke Joeps King of the Ramaas, 
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without any Subfidy ; and confequently 
our granting a Subfidy muft be unne. 
ceflary: It muft be downright Prof, 
fion. But this Treaty, I much fulpedt 
is neither a Briti/>, nor a German, nor 
a Hanoverian Meafure: { am afraid jt 
is a French Meafure. By this Subfidy 
the Duke of Bavaria will repair his 
fhattered Circumftances 3 and when he 
has done fo, I am afraid he will be as 
ready as any of his Anceltors to join 
with the Frexch in attacking the Hou 
of 4uftria, This, Sir, is no chimerical 
Apprehenfion : It is founded upon Ex. 
perience: His Grandfather fufftered fe. 
verely by joining with the French in 
Queen Anne’s Time; and by his fuf 


fering, the Family might have learned pa 
what was to be expected from their far 
joining with the Enemies of their th 


Country; yet his Father, as foon as he 
thought he had got an Opportunity, 


played the fame Game, and by a juit n¢ 
Retribution of Providence met with hi 
much the fame Chatftifement. This al 
Behaviour of the Father’s did not pro- al 
ceed from any blind Attachment he had ir 
to the French Interelt: It proceeded F 
from the Claims he had upon the Houle n

In my O- 
pinion, it is for the Intereft of Germany 
to have the Archduke Fo/eps chofen 
King of the Romans as foon as poilible, 
and this feems to be the Opinion of 
moft Gentlemen that hear me; but our 
Opinion fignifies nothing: It muf{t bs 
the Opinion of the Electoral Princes of 
Germany, otherwife it cannot be freely 
or fairly done; and it muft be Argu- 
ments, not Subfidies, that can lead them 
into this Opinion. Thefe Arguments

Should 
not 1 have reafon to look upon fuch a 
yan as a Madman, even tho’ my Houfe 
then ftood in no fuch need: If there 
was the higheft Probability that it would 
(and in no need of any Repair for twenty 
Years to come, fhould not I have {till 
more Reafon to conclude, that none but 
4 Madman would throw away his Money 
in fuch a Manner ? 
sir, if you muft give Subfidies to 
foreign Princes in Time of Peace, why 
ihould we neglect Denmark? Surely, 
the King of Denmark could be of as 
much Service to us in cafe of a War 
with France as any Prince of the Empire ; 
and, I believe, we may as much depend 
on his Friendfhip ; therefore I was fur- 
rized how we came to lofe him in the 
Be War. I fufpeét our Conduét was 
not altogether blamelefs in that Refpect. 
in the Courts of all Princes, there is 
generally fome one Minifter, whofe Ad- 
vice is of greater Weight than that of 
all the reft. Such Minifters muft be 
properly applied to, when any great 
Point is to be gained; and it is the 
Duty of our Minifters to learn where 
toapply, and how to apply in the moft 
effectual Manner: It is the Duty of the 
Minifters we have abroad, to acquire this 
Knowledge, and to communicate it to 
our Minifters at home. Where the Fault 
lay, Ido not know; but if there be 
any Prince in Europe, whofe Friendfhip 
we ought to fecure bya Subfidy in Time 
of Peace, it is, in my Opinion, Den- 
mark ; and, confidering the prefent 
Connection between the two Courts, I 
fhould think it would not be difficult. 
At the fame Time, Iam far from faying, 
that fuch a Meafure is neceflary. As 
we have nothing in View but the general 
lntereft of Europe, we mut not think 
of contending with France in granting 
Subfidies in Time of Peace. If Prin- 
ces will become Penfioners, and for 
fuch a mercenary Confideration facrifice 


their Honour and the future Indepen- 


cy of their Crown, we mutt e’en let 
do fo, and refolve to fupport our 


own Independency without their Affift- 
ance, which we fhall always be the more 
able to do in Time of War, the more 
frugal we are in Time of Peace; and 
for this Reafon, if there were none other, 
I muit be againtit the prefent Motion. 


The laft Speech I fhall give you in this

Mr Chairman, 


SIR, 
| te glad to hear the noble Lord 


declare, that even in his Opinion 
the Object of this Treaty was a right 
one; for if it be, I do not think it pof- 
fible to aflign a good Reafon why we 
fhould not purfue it, or why we fhould 
not be at fome little Expence in purfu- 
ing it; but, fays the noble Lord, this is 
a wrong Method of purfuing it, becaufe 
it is founded on a wrong Principle, and 
becaufe it will defeat the End we aim 
at. As to the firlt of thefe Objections, 
his Lordfhip feems to think, that we 
ought to lay it down as a Maxim, never 
to grant any Subfidies in Time of Peace, 
which is a Maxim, I cannot approve of ; 
for if by doing fo we may preventa War, 
it would, in my Opinion, be the Height 
of Wifdom; becaufe one Year’s War 
will always coft us more than twenty 
Years Subfidies in Time of Peace. 
What are the Caufes of War ? I believe 
it will be allowed, that War muift al- 


“ways proceed from Ambition or Injuit- 


ice; and never can proceed trom either, 
unlefs the Prince or State that begins 
the War, or is the Caufe of its being be- 
gun, be of Opinion, that he may there- 
by fatisfy his Ambition, or fupport his 
Injuftice. How is the forming of fuch 
an Opinion to be prevented? Surely, 
by having a clofe Confederacy among 
thofe that are peaceably inclined, and 
an Army ready to repel any Attack ; 
and if there beany Member of that Con- 
federacy that can furnifh Troops, but 
cannot {pare the Expence of keeping 
them in continual Pay, the other Mem- 


bers of the Confederacy mult ailift him 
even 


] the Purport of 
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even in Time of Peace to do fo; for if felves, we may make fure of Vigor, : 
they have no Army ready, the chief it is not our own Fault; but in aa 


Members of the Confederacy may be 
{wallowed up before the reft can come 
to their Afittance: It was by this Ne- 
glect, that France got fo many Advanta- 
ges in the laft Century ; for they had al- 
ways a great Army ready, and they made 
ufe of that Army every now and then 
to extend their Corquelts; becaufe 
they knew that there was no Confede- 
racy properly formed, nor any Army 
ready to prevent or oppofe their ambi- 
tious Schemes. It was by this Neglect, 
that they got peaceablePofleflion of Spain 
in the Beginning of the prefent Centu- 
ry; for if there had been a Confederacy 
properly formed, and an Army ready to 
have entered upon A¢tion, I believe, 
neither the Dutch nor we would ever 
have acknowledged PAilip as King of 
Spain; nor would they have ventured 
to have fent fuch a Bady of their Troops 
into that Kingdom. What happened 
at that Time, plainly fhews, how ridi- 
culousitis to makeTreaties or Regulati- 
ons for preferving the Peace of Europe, 
unlefs a fufficient Army be kept in Rea- 
dinefs for enforcing the Obfervance of 
them. 

As to the Péace of Europe, Sir, I find 
the noble Lord feems to doubt whether 
it be our Intereft to preferve it, and I 
fhould join with him, if 1 thought, that 
any War could now happen in Europe 
without endangering theBalance of Pow- 
er; but even his Lordfhip acknow- 
ledges, that it is our Intereit to prevent 
its being in the Power of any Prince up- 
on the Continent to render all the reft 
dependent upon him; and as this may 
now be the Confequence of any War 
that does happen, I muit be of Opinion, 
that, even as a trading Nation, it is our 
Intereft to endeavour all we can to pre- 
ferve the Peace of Europe, becaufe it is 
fafer and better for us tocontend in Peace 
for the Balance of Trade, than to con- 
tend in War for the Balance of Power. 
In a pacifick Contention for Trade we 
have many natural Advantages, and as 
the Events do not depend upon Chance, 
nor upon the Conduct of any but our- 


like Contention for Power with any 
Prince upon the Continent, we mu(t 4 
ways labour under the Difadvantare ; 
the War’s being more expenfive = ; 
than to him, and asevery Event depends 
not only upon Chance, but upon th 
Conduct of our Allies, no Condua g 
eurs can fecure us the Victory. 

It is evident therefore, Sir, that it: 
our Intereft to have the Peace of Exrss, 
preferved, and as we cannot do this by 
ourfelyes alone, we nwuft unite with thot 
Powers upon the Continent, who ar 
the leaft to be fufpected of forming am. 
bitious Projects, or of making unjutt 
Incroachments upon their Neighbours. 
and fuch we mutt reckon the Dutch and 
the Empire of Germany, both from the 
Experience of their late Conduét, and 
from the Nature of their Form of Go. 
vernment. Thefe are our moit proper, 
our moft natural Allies; and it is our 
Bufinefs to contribute,. as much as we 
can, towards their being ufeful Allies, 
that is to fay, towards their being ina 
Condition to act with Vigour. Expe- 
rience has fhewn, that the Dutch a 
with moft Vigour under a Stadtholder; 
which Condition Fortune has put them 
into, I believe, without much of our Af 
fiftance. Wiil any Gentleman fay, that 
the Empire of Germany is in a Conditi- 
on to act with fuch Vigour when the 
Imperial Throne is vacant, as when it 
is full ? The Laws of the Empire, ! 
own, are the fame in both Cales. 
But can it be faid, that itis as eafy to 
carry them into Execution in the one 
Cafe as the other? Did we ever hear 
of any one’s being put to the Banof 
the Empire under the Vicars? Has 
not the Empire always been in Contu- 
fion, and the Laws without Effet, 
during the Vacancy of the Imperial 
Throne? Is it not, therefore, our In- 
tereft to prevent the Empire’s being 
in that Condition, if pofhible ? This:s 
fo evident, that the Noble Lord him 
felf was forced to acknowledge the 
Reétitude of the Object of this Treaty. 


But fays he, the EleGtoral Princes of

the Empire, will for their own Sakes 
rovide againit this Event: Theirown 
intereft will induce them to do fo 
without any Subfidy from us. Sir, 
have we nothad a very late, and a 
very fatal Example to the contrary ? 
Molt People, I fhall allow, are go- 
yerned by theirdntereft; but they 
often miitake their Intereft, and are 
often fo blinded bya triflin. immediate 
Intereft, as to act in direct Oppofition 
toamuch more confiderable Interett 
that is remote. Self-intercit is not 
therefore always to be trufted to; 
anda very confummate Politician of 
the lat Age, who was concerned in 
many foreign Negotiations, has told 
us, that we are never to judge of what 
a Court will do, from confidering 
what itis their Intereft todo. For 
this Reafon, in Oppofition to the no- 
ble Lord’s Maxim, I mutt lay it down 
asa Maxim, that it may be often ne- 
ceflary for us to give Subfidiesin Time 
of Peace, in order to form and keep 
united a proper Confederacy for pre- 
venting a War ; and for this Purpofe 
nothing can at prefent be fo effectual 
as that of getting the Archduke 7o- 


_ feph chofen King of the Romans. 


This, Sir, will eftablifh the Peace 
and reftore the Vigour of the Germa- 
nick Body. It will make another 
Prince of the Empire much more 
tractable 3 and ifwe can prevail with 
the Court of Vienna to lay afide all 
Defigns of revindicating, it will fo 


firmly unite that great Body, that we 


can have nothing to fear for many 
Years to come, efpecially as another 
great Empire is now, and likely to 
remain,in clofe Confederacy with the 
Houfe of 4uffria. By thefe Means, 
Sir, we fhall have a moft powerful Con- 
federacy formed for preferving the 
Peace of Europe; but then this Confe- 
deracy, great as it is, will fignify no- 
thing againft a fadden Attack. unlefs 
numerous Armies be kept in contin- 
ual Pay ; and as the Houfe of Au/tria 

employ moft of its Troops in 

ary and /talya great Part of thofe 


Armies mutt be kept on Foot by the 
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other Princes of the Empire, who are 
not able todo fo without fome Aflitt- 
ance from the Duich and us; which 
is another Reafon, that may often 
render it neceffary for us to give Sub. 
fidies even in Time of Peace. Surely, 
it is more prudent in ts to grant Sub- 
fidies to foreign Princes, for keeping 
up a Number of Troops for the Ser- 
vice of the common Caufe of Europe, 
than to keep fiich numerous Armies of 
our own here at Home, as might be 
of the moit dangerous Confequence 
to our Conilitution ; and if by this 
Means wecan fecure their Concurrence 
in any other Meafure, that may be ne- 
ceflary for preferving the Balance of 
Power, do not we thereby gain a dou- 
ble Advantage ? 

Whether it may or may not be ne- 
ceflary to grant any more Subfidies 
upon this Occafion, is what I fhall not 
pretend to foretel. But if it fhould 
be neceffary, and we fthould thereby 
get the Archduke 72/eps chofen King 
of the Romans,and a Number of good 
Troops kept always ready at our Call, 
I fhall think the Money well bettowed. 
I am very fure, his Majefty will not 
put his People to any further Charge 
upon this Head, unlefs he fees it ablo- 
lutely neceffary ; and if I fhould 
then happen to be of adifferent Opi- 
nion, it will be with the utmoit Diffi- 
dence that I fhall declare it. But, Sir, 
I can never be of the Opinion, which 
fome Gentlemen feem to be of, that 
it is impracticable to gct the Archduke 
chofen King of the A omens whilft his 
Father: is alive and in good Health, 
becaufe of its being, as they fay, con- 
trary to the Conftitution cf the Em- 
pire. Iam indeed, furprifed to hear 
fuch a Do&rine advanced by any Gen- 
tleman who has read the Hiftory of 
Germany. The Golden Bull is fo far 
from laying any Reftraint upon the 
Election of a King of the Rovavs du- 
ring the Life ofa reigning Emperor, 
that it provides exprefly, and in the 
moft general Terms, the Form and 
Method to be obferved in the Election 
of a King of the Romans, or an Fm- 
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peror; and it feems to direct, that in 
Cafe of the Death of a King of the 
Romans, another fhould be prefently 
chofen ; forit fays, the Archbifhop of 
Alentz, having certain News of the 
Death of the Emperor, or of the Aing 
of the Romans, fhall, in a Month’s 
‘Time, give Notice of it to the Electors 
and if he fhould neglect, then the Elec- 
tors fhall in three Months repair to 
Frankfort to chufe an Emperor, or a 
King of the Romans. In the whole of 
it there is not fo much as a Word, 
that tends towards confining the Elec- 
tion of aKing of the Romanus to the 
Death, Sicknefs, or Incapacity of the 
reigning Emperor; and the Latitude, 
which the Electors have in this Re- 
fpect, has been confirmed by the Prac- 
tice ever fince: Nay, Charles IV. the 
Author of the Go/dex Bull, got his 
Son /Venceflaus chofen King of the Ro- 
mans, fome Years after that Law had 
been eftablifhed; and however incon- 
fiftent Bribery may now be with the 
Contftitution of the Empire, or how 
the Electors then explained the Oath 
they took at the Election, we are affu- 
red, that, in order to obtain that E- 
JeGion for his Son, the Emperor pro- 
mifed, and afterwards paid to each of 
them 190,000 Ducats for the famé; 
which was in thofe Days a Sum much 
more confiderable than what we are by 
this Treaty to pay to the Duke of #2- 
varia. ButI wonder to hear Gentle- 
men feppofe, that this Money is to 
be paid for his Vote at any future E- 
Jection, when it is fo clear from the 
Words of the Treaty, thatthe Money 
is to be paid forthe Lroops, which he 
is to be at the Expence of keeping al- 
ways in Readinefs for our Service. It 
is true, we gain this further Advan- 
tage, that we fholl by this Treaty re- 
ftore tthe antient Friendihip and good 
CorreSpondence between the Houfes 
of 4dyfriaand Bavaria; and tho’ Opi- 
nion muit always be determined by 
Arguments, I hope, the noble 
Lord will allow, that Arguments are 
beard with more Attention, and come 
with greater We'ght from a Friend 
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{trenghten that Confederacy, of which 
they declared themfelves Members. 
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than from an Enemy. With re ard 
to the Election of a King of the, 
mans, therefore, we fhall at lea(t by 
this Treaty gain the Favour * le 
did Hearing ; and whatever Opinion 
I have of our Minifters at the Courts 
of Germany, I have fo good an Opi- 
nion of their Caufe, that Conviction 
muft, I think, be the Confequence of 
a candid Hearing. 

_ This Confideration, Sir, will ob. 
viate every thing that has been {aid 
for fhewing, that by this Treaty we 
fhall defeat the End we aim at for 
as this Money is not to be paid to the 







































EleSor of Bavaria, on account of his h: 
concurring in the Election of a King tt 
of the Romans, but on account of the A 
Troops heis to hold in Readinefs for ti 
our Service, no Elector can expeét fc 
Money from us, unlefs we fhould find t 
it neceflary to engage more Troops ; A 
andif we fhould, I hope it will be done t 
Tam fure, itmay be done without Dan- f 
ger of raifing a Jealoufy, that we have ¢ 
any Views but fuch as we ought to 
have as true Axglifhmen. And asour t 
Renewal of this 7reaty with Bavaria, 
or of any Treaty we may hereafter )

ving the Peace of Europe, by which of 
Courle they expofe themfelves to the 
Refentment of thofe, if there be any, 
who defign to difturb the Repofe of 
Huropes and confequently they mutt,

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As to Denmark, Sir, 1 know 00 
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articular Reafon why we fhould grant 
2 Subfidy to that Crown, rather than 
to any other Prince that can fuarnifh 
ns with as good Troops, and as many 
as we have Occafion for; and the Be- 
haviour of that Court in the Inte 
War, cannot, furely, be an Argument 
for our putting our Troft in thema 
fcond Time. But that Behaviour 
was not owing to any Mifconduét in 
us: We were fairly outbid: A higher 
Price was offered from another Quar- 
ter, than we thought the Thing to be 
archafed deferved; and thofe who 
had then the Influence at Court, 
thought proper to prefer the prefent 
Advantage to every future Confidera- 
tion; but the King himfelf repented 
fo heartily of what had been done, 
that I believe it haftened his Death. 
And I am very fure, if we had engaged 
to give him what was offered by our 
Antagonift, it would have been loudly 
exclaimed again{t by fome Gentlemen 
in this Afiembly, who never ought 
to find Fault with our refuting to 
give, becaufe they are fo ready to find 
Fault with cur agreeing to give a 
Subfidy to any foreign Power, or for 
any Confideration. 

With fuch Gentlemen, Sir, the pre- 
venting of future Dangers, or the 
preventing of a vaft future Expence, 
is never admitted as an Excufe for the 
mott trifling prefent Expence; and I 
mult obferve, that what the Noble 


Lord faid about his Neighbour’s offer=_. 


inghim Money to repair his Houle, 
was not at all appofite to the prefent 
Queftion. To have made it fo, he 
fhould have fuppofed, that his Neigh- 
bour’s Houfe was adjoining to his, 
and thatthe Fall of the one would 
almoft certainly occafion the Fall of 
the other; in which Cafe, if his 
Neighbour had no way to force him 
tO repair his Houfe, it would be Pru- 
‘nce in him to repair it for him, 
rather than let it tumble, and therefore 
pull his own Houfe along with it. 
Even this does not come up to the 
Queftion now before us; for all thofe 
foncerned in the fame Intereft are 


willing to bear as great a Share of the 
Expence as they can; and asa Va- 
cancy in the Imperial Throne is now, 
Imay fay, the only Chance againtt 
our continuing in Peace for a great 
Number of Years, as that Vacancy, 
fhould it happen, would certainly put 
us to an infinite Expence, it would 
be the Height of Madnefs in us to re- 
fufe putting ourfelves to a fmall Ex- 
pence for preventing it. If by fo 
doing we can get the Archduke chofen 
King of the Romans, it is to be hoped, 
that before a new Wer happens, we 
fhall be able to get rid of a great Part 
of the Debt weat prefent labour under. 

The confummate Wifdom of an 
Hon. Gentleman near me has, not- 
with{tanding a mott felfifh Oppofition, 
brought a Scheme to bear, that ina 
very few Years will greatly incresfe 
our Sinking Fund. By Means of that 
Fund, Sir, by Oeconomy in our do- 
meftick Affairs, and by making the 
moft of our publick Revenue, we 
fhall be able to pay off a very large 
Sum yearly; and our Ability to do fo 
will increafe yearly in Proportion, 
efpecially if we take proper Methods 
to put an End to all Smuggling. I 
was notin the Honfe when the famous 
Excife Scheme was brought upon the 
Carpet: If Ihad, I fhould probably 
have been induced by the general, but 
groundlefs Clamour, to have joined 
with thofe that oppofed it; but I have 
of late feen fo much Deccit of popular 
Clamours, and-of_the artful Surmifes 
uponwhich they are generally founded ; 
and I am fo fully convinced of the Be- 
nefits we fhouldreap by preventing all 
Sorts of unfair Trade, that if ever 
any fuch Schem: be again offered, 
whilft I have a Seat in this Affembly, 
I believe I thall be as heartily for it, 
as IT am for the Motion now under our 


Confideration.

fA Fter all that has been, or can be 
“& iaid, the Energy and Grace of 
Mufical Exprefion is of too delicate a 
Nature to be fixed by Words; it is a 
Matter of Tafte, rather than of Reafon- 
ing, and is, therefore, much better un- 
deritood by Example than by Precept. 
It is in thé Works of the great Maiters 
that we mult look for the Rules and full 
Union of 4ir, Harmony, and Expreffion. 
Would modern Gompofers condefcend 
to repair to thefe Fountains of Know- 
Jedge, the publick Ear would neither be 
offended or mifled by thofe ‘fhallow 
and unconnected Compolitions, which 
have of late fo much abounded, efpe- 
cially thofe infipid Efforts, that are 
daily made to fet to Mufic that Flood of 
-Nonfenfe which is let in upon us fince 
the Commencement of our Summer En- 
tertainments, and which, in the Man- 
ner they are conducted, cannot poffibly 
prove of any Advantage to Mufic: 
‘Tritling Filays in Poetry, muft deprefs, 
inftead of raifing, the Genius of the 
Compofer ; who vainly attempts, in- 
ftead of giving Aid to Senfe (Mufic’s 
noble Prerogative) to harmonife Non- 
fence, and make Dulnefs pleafing. 
Thus, it fares with Mutic, as it fares 
with her Sifter Poetry ;, for it muft be 
owned, that the Compotitions laft menti- 
oned, are genera!lyupon a Level with the 
Words they are fet to: Their Fate too 
is generally the fame ;_ thefe infec? Pro- 
ductions feldom out-living the Sea/on 
that gives them Birth.

It has been juftly enough alledge 
* with Regard to the Lta/jan Opera: 
that there are alfo many Improprietie 
in thefe, which offend even the mod 

common GObferver ; particularly the 
egregious Abfurdity of repeating, aq 
finifhing many Songs with the firlt Par. 
when it often happens, after the Daf. 
fions of Anger and Revenge have bee 
futliciently exprefied, that Reconcile. 
ment and Love are the Subjects of the 
fecond, and, therefore, fhould conclude 
the Performance. But, as if it wer 
unnatural to leave the Mind in this 
tranquil State, the Performer, or Aor, 
muff relapfe into all that Tempeft and 
Fury, with which he began, and leave 
his Hearers in the Midit of it. 

_ Lhave juft hinted this unaccountable 
Conduct of the /talian Compofers, by 
Way of Contraft to a Conduét as re 
markably ridiculous in our own; | 
mean, our Manner of fetting one fingle 
trifling Air, repeated to many Veries, 
and all of them, perhaps, expreflive 
of very different Sentiments or Affec- 
tions, than which, ‘a greater Abfurdity 
cannot poflibly be imagined, in the 
Conitruction of any mufical Compol 
tion whatfoever. 

Among ‘the many excellent Ballads 
which our Language-affords, I fhall 
mention that of Black-ey’d Sufur, 
wrote by Mr Gay ; and propofe it as2 
Specimen to fhew by what Methods 
Compofer might handle this Genus of 
the lyric Poem: And which, indeed, 
is no other than to treat them, as the 
Italians have generally managed tho

By this Means, 
ot only a genteel and conliltent Per- 
formance might be produced, but alfo 
fewer good’ Matters would lavith their 
mufical Thoughts on Subjects fo far be- 
neath them: Nor, on this Acccount, 
would there be any Dearth of thofe 
aoreeable and familiar Aits, which 
might properly be calculated for thofe 
Entertainments, where the publick Ear

fhould be always :confulted; and of: 


which, I have fo good an Opinion, 
that, were this Difference between a 
jult, or falfe Tafte, but fairly fubmitted 
to its Decifion, I fhould not difpute, 
but the Compofition which was moft 
natural and pleafing, would bid faireft 
for the general Approbation. 

Our,Church Mufic is equally capable 
of Improvements from the fame Sources 
of Taite and Knowledge. We {em at 
prefent almoft to have forgot that De- 
votion is the original and proper End 
of it, Hence that ill-timed Levity of 
Air in our modern Anthems, that foolifh 
Pride of Execution in our Voluntaries, 
which difgufts every rational Hearer, 
and diflipates, inftead of heightning, true 
Devotion, ©. 

If our Organift is a Lover of Poetry, 


without which, we may difpnte his Love_ 


for Mufic; or indeed, if he has any 
well-directed Paffions at all, he cannot 
but feel fome Elevation of Mind, when 
he hears the Pfalm preceding his volun- 
tary, pronounced in an awful, and pa- 
thetic Strain: It is then he muft join 
tis Part, and with fome folemn Air, 
relieve, with religious Chearfulnefs, the 
calm and well-difpofed Heart. Yet, if 
he feels not this divine Energy in his 
own Breaft, it will prove but a fruitlels 
Attempt to raife it in that of others : 
Nor can he hope to throw out thofe 
happy inftantaneous T houghts, which 
fometimes far exceed the beft concerted 
Compofitions, and which, the enrap- 
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tured Performer would often gladly 
fecure to his future Ufe and Pleafure, 
did they not as fleetly efcape as they 
arife. He fhould alfo be extremely 
cautious of imitating common Songs or 
Airs, in the Subjects of this latter Kind 
of Performance ; otherwife he will but 
too much expofe Religion to Contempt 
and Ridicule. 

It may not derogate from our Subjeét 
of Church Mufic, juft to mention the 
prefent Method of Singing the common 
Pialm-Tunes in the parochial Service, 
which are every where fung without the 
leait Regard to Time or Meafure, by 
drawling out every Note to an unlimit- 
ed Length. It is evident, that both 
the cosion and proper Tunes were o- 
riginally intended to be fung in the 
Alla-Breve Time, or the regular point- 
ing of two, three, or four Minims 
in a Bar: —A kind of Movement, 
which every Ear, with the leaft Prac- 
tice, may eafily attain: Nor when they, 
are fing in Parts, fhould there be any 
more than three, /. ¢. one Treble, Te- 
nor, and Bafs% as too complex an 
Harmony would dettroy their natural 
Air. -And in this Stile our Pfalm 
Tunes are capable of all the Solemnity 
that can be required from fuch plain 
and unadorned Harmony. 

Whoever has heard the Proteflant 
Congregations abroad, fing, in Parts, 
their Pfalms or Hymns, may recollect, 
with fome Pleafure, that Part of their 

religious Worthip; and their exceeding 
us fo far in a Performance of this Kind, 
is chiefly owing to the exact Jlea/ure, 
in which thofe Tunes are fung, and 
not totheir Harmony: For the greateft 
Part of our own, which were compofed 
foon after the Reformation, by thofe 

xcellent Mafters we had at that Time,, 
would doubtlefs be found, as. well in 
regard to their fulemn Air, as Harmony, 
equal, ifnot fuperior, to any Compofi» 
tions of their Kind. And we may 
further obferve, that 4ir is, in a higher 
Degree, productive of both Solemnity 
and Chearfulnefs, than Harmony: For 
there is a Dignity and Grace in #he 


former, when invented by Genius, 
which 
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which a mafterly Harmony may indeed 
affift, but can never produce. 

However trifling it may appear to 
confider this Species of Muftc, 1 cannot 
but own, that I have been uncommonly 
affected with hearing fome Thoufands 
of Voices hymning the Deity in a Style 
of Harmony adapted to that awful Oc- 
cafion. But forry I am to obferve, 
that the chief Performer in this Kind 
of noble Chorus, is too often fo fond 
of his own Conceits; that with his ab- 
furd Geaces, and tedious and ill-con- 
nected Interludes, he mifleads or con- 
founds his Congregation, inftead of 
being the rational Guide and Director 
of the whole. 

It may be thought, perhaps, by thus 
depriving our Organiit of this public 
Opportunity of fhewing his Dexterity, 
both in his Voluntary and Pfalm Tune, 
that all Performers indifcriminately, 
might be capable of doing the Duty 
here required: But it will be found no 
fuch ealy Matter to flrike out the true 
Sublimity of Style, which is proper to 
be heard, when the Mind is in a devout 
State; or, when we would be greatly 
folemn, to avoid the heavy and fpirit- 
lefs Manner, which, inftead of calmly 
relieving and lifting up the Heart, ra- 
ther {inks it into a State of Deprivation.

Returning, | 
enquired of her for my Father ; fhe faid 
he was not come Home, nor would dine 
at Home that Day. 

My Surprize was great, my Hairftood 
upright, and I acquainted her with both 
my hearing him and feeing him; but 
fhe treating the Story as an idle Tale, 1 
was very near being threfhed for It.

This I know, and believe, that an 
Almighty Hand was concerned in it 5 for 
being (as I before obferved) a Lad of rai- 
fed Spirits and extreme V ivacity, which 
might perhaps, in Time, have led me 
into all the Snaves and Pleafures of the 
prefent Age, my Mind and Difpofition

He remained in that I- 
fland, untilan Ofhcer of great Truft, 
named Saint-Mars, then Governor of 
Pignerol, was made Governor of the 
Baftile in 1690, who went to bring 
him from the Ifland of St Mar- 
garet,and conducted him to the Ba- 
fiile, {till mafked as before. Before 
his Removal from that Ifland, the 
Marquis of Loxvois went thither to

A Summary of the moft important Af- 
Juirs inthe laf Seflion of Parliament, 


HE laft Seflion, which was the 

fifth of this Parliament, allem 
bled at Wejiminfler, on Thurfilay No- 
vember 14. and his Majefty opened it 
with a moit gracious Speech from the 
Throne. 

In Anfwer to this Speech moft loyal 
Addreffes were voted by, both Houtfes 
without any Oppofition in either, and 
being prefented in the ufual Manner, 
his Majefty returned a moft gracious 
Anf{wer to each. 

As we gave in our Summary of the 
preceding Seffion a full Account of the 
Weftininjter EleGtion, and Mr Murray’s 
Commitment, which was the Confe- 
quence of it, we muft of Courfe begin 
the Summary of this laft Seffion with an 
Account, that on Nov. 20. after read- 
ing the feveral Refolutions and Orders 


of the’ Houfe made in the preceding 


Seffion relating to the faid Mr Murray, 
a Motion was made by the Lord Vil. 
Coke, “ That the Hon. dlexander 
Murray, Efq; who on Fed, 6. in the 
Inft Seffion of Parliament, was, for 
dangerous and feditious Pra¢tices, in 
Violation and Contempt of the Autho- 
rity and Privileges of this Houle, and 
of the Freedom of Elections, ordered by 
this Houfe to be committed ciole Pri- 
foner to his Majefty’s Goal of Vecngate, 
and was alfo at the fame Time ordered 
by the Houfe, to be brought to the Bar 
thereof, to receive his faid Sentence 
there upon his Knees, and before the 

: A 2 faid 
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faid Sentence was received by him, did, 
by a high and moft dangerous Contempt 
in him of the Authority and Privilege 
of this Houte, and by pertilt ing in the 
fame, avoid the Execution of the faid 
Sentence, during the Remainder of the 
{aid Seflion of Parliament, be now com- 
mitted clofe Prifoner to his Majeity’s 
Goal of Newgate, for the faid dange- 
rous and feditious Practices, in Viola- 
tion and Contempt of the Authority and 
Privileses of this Houfe, and of the 
freedom of Elections.” 

Upon this Motion there was a fhort 

ebate, 7 fame being oppofed by 
flu tphre Sy deukar my ¥, 4g; and the 
Farl of Hement, and fupported by Hen- 
ry Pelham, tq; and a Motion was 
made for adbnnsiee, which is a fort 
of previous Queition, that by the Forms 
of proceeding mutt always be firlt de- 
termined ; therefore the Queition was 
put, To adjour n; but this being carried 
in the Negative, the Queftion was then 
put ee the firtt Motion, and carried 
in the Affirmative; and Mr Speaker 
was ordered to iffue his Warrant ac- 
cordingly. Then it was refolved, 
“ That the faid A/exander Alurray 
do receive the faid Sentence, for his 
now being committed clofe Prifoncr to 
his Majetty’ s Goal of Newgate, at the 
Bar of this Honfe, upon his Knees,’ 
And it was ordered, ** That the Ser- 
jeant at Arms attending this Houfe, do 
take the faid A/exander Murray into 
iis Cuftody,in or ana his being brought 
to the Bar of this Houfe, to receive the 
faid Sentence.” 

Prefently after this, a Complaint be- 
ing made to the Houfe, of a printed 


Pamphlet, intitled, The Cafe of the 
Hon. Ale vander Merray, 2/9 mt an 
Appeal to ihe P eople of Great Britain; 
wore barticularly the Latha rhjtants o of the 


Cit aad Liberty of Wellminfler; and 
the faid Pamplet being brought up to the 
Table and read; it was refolved nem, 
con. 1. §* That the faid Pamphlet is an 
impudent, malicious, fcandalous, and 
feditious Libel, falfely and moft inju- 


rioufly reflecting upon, and afperfing, 
tire Proceedings of this Houle, ond 


ending to create Mifapprehenfions of 
the fame in the Minds of the People, to 
the great Difhonour of this Houfe, and 
in Violation of the Privileges thereof. . 
2. “ That an humble Addrefs be pre. 
fented to his Majefty, humbly to defire 
his Maj jelty, that he will be graciouily 
pleafed to give Directions to his Attor- 
ney General to profecute the Authors 
or Author, the Printers or Printer, 
and the Publifhers or Publifher, of the 
faid fcandalous Libel, in order that they 
may be brought to condign Punifhment 
for the fame.” W hich Addrefs was 

‘dered to be prefented ta his Majetty, 
by {uch Members of the Heufe as were 
ofhis Majefty’s moft Hon. Privy Coun- 
cil; and next Day Mr Comptroller ac- 
guainted the Houfe, that the faid Ad- 
drefs had been prefented, and that his 
Va yelty had commanded him to ac- 
quaint the Houfe, that he would give 
Directions accordingly. 

Nov. 25. The Serjeant at Arms at- 
tending the Houfe being called upon to 
give an Account of what had been done 
in Execution of the faid Order for ta- 
king the faid Mr Murray into his Cu- 
flody ; ; and his Deputy, to whom the 
faid Order was delivered, having ac- 
quainted the Houfe that diligent Search 
had been made after the faid Mr Maur- 
ray, but that he could not be found; 
it was refelved, that an humble Ad- 
dieis fhould be p srefented to his Majelty, 
to iiue his Royal Proclamation, i 
apprehen ding the faid Mr Afurray, with 
a Promife of a se for the fame; 
aid a Proclamation was accordingly ‘ 
fued for this Purpofe. 

is there was no controverted Elec- 
tion ‘mined laft Seflion, we of 
Courie proceed next to give an Account 
of the two Grand Committees of Sup- 
ply and Ways and Means, the firit of 
which was ordered Nov. 19. and was 
continued by Adjournment to Fed.

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At Port POrient the Militia of the 
Country appearing, put into Diforder 
feveral Thoufand of Briti/h Troops, 
and made them retreat precipitately 
to their Ships. 

The Rebels, who were but a bad 
Militia, and many of them Boys 
beat our Troops twice out of three 
Times in 1745, tho’ fome of them 
had behaved well in Flanders before, 
Tis remarkable, that in one of the 
Battles, whether through Caution or 
Forgetfulnefs, the Glafeow Militia 
were flighted or negleéied, in not 
having a Polt afligned them: But 
they took one of their own Accord 
on the Left of the Army, oppofite to 
the Enemy; which, I mult obferve, 
was the only Place where any Action 
happened worth mentioning. After 
the regular Army was retreated, they 
{tood and maintained their Ground 
moft heroically, fo as to fecure, ina 
great Meafure,' the Retreat of the 
Army, at the Hazard of their Lives 
and Liberties, many of them being 
cut in Pieces, and many made Prifon- 
ers. And Iam convinced, that the 
Bravery of that Body was fuch, as 
they that Day remarkably diftinguifhed 
themfelves, tho’ a raw unpractifed 
Mititia, that, had they been propecy 
potted and animated, they would, 
finely, have beat that Party of the 
Rebels which forced our regular Army 
to march off; for I muft obferve, that 
the Rebels fought but in one Place, 
where the G/a/- 
gow Men, in the Ardour of Loyalty, 
had pofted themfelves. . What Reward 
they merited, or have received, and 
whether adequate to their Services, 
the fage Politicians at the Helm of 
Affairs can beft determine; who, to 
the Surprize of many, gave, not 
without Reluctancy, to the Citizens 
of Glufgow, a {mall Sum of Money ; 
but a large Sum was taken from. an 
Hofpital erected for the Support of 
thofe who have fpent their Vigour 
and loft their Limbs in Defence of our 
happy Eftablifhment, and beftowed 
upon a Papilt, whole F amily had sa 3 
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in Rebellion: But it is much beyond 
my Comprehenfion to unfold the my- 
{tical Policy of thofe Statefmen that ad- 
vifed this Meafure. 

Fohn Sobiefki, King of Poland, raifed 

the Siege of Vienna (a moft gallant 
Action) againft the 7urk/> Army, 
confilting of Janiffaries and other Re- 
gulars, The Poles were molt of them 
only Militia. To this glorious Victo- 
ry, the moft illuftrious Prince, King 
George 1. did gallantly and greatly con- 
tribute. . 
The above Examples undoubtedly 
rove that Militias may be of exc«I- 
foie Service, if properly encouragedin 
this Country. The Army of the Im- 
perial Queen, which did her molt real 
Service, and was her chief Protection 
and Safeguard, compofed of Hunga- 
rians, Pandours, andCroats, were al- 
molt all of them Militia. 

When Militia Laws are obtained 
here, anc Men are regularly trained 
and exercifed accordingly, which they 
have not been of late in Exgland as 
they ought to be, we may then have 
a fair Trial of their Worth; and thus 
the Afperfion of bad Behaviour thrown 
upon our Militia, when raifed, may 
be wiped off, and their Chara¢ter re- 
trieved; efpecially as it ought to be 
confidered, that, in their prefent Si- 
tuation, they are never trained pre- 
vious to their drawing out into the 
Field. Thofe Perfons contributed to 
make them bad, that accufed them of 
being fo, in order to zet-quit of them ; 
but People of thjs Difpofition are to 
b: guarded againft: Hi nigri funt, © 
hos tu, Romane, caveto. There is no 
doubt of our Mi/itia behaving as well, 
and of being not inferior or rather 
better Soldiers than Regular Troops, 
wha have been kept in Idlenefs during 
along Peace. A Militia is abfolutely 
neceffary for our Prefervation whien 
the Army is abroad, as appeared: in 
the Year 1743 and 1745: This will 
enable us to employ all our Regulars 
abroad for the future, as in the Time 
of William UL, And our having no 
fortified Towns is a ftrong Argument

for fecuring ourfelves by a well-dif. 
ciplined Militia, 

That the Lugl/h Militia have been 
defignedly neslected, is evident from 
the Militia Laws now in being; in 
which a Claufe, that fpecifies what 
Sort of Arms they fhould bear, men. 
tions, that they fhall each have a Muf. 
ket, five Feet in the Barrel, a Bayo. 
net in Proportion, fuppoled two Feet 
and a half, and a Stock a Foot and q 
half; fuch a Piece will make a very 
good Half-pike, the Length being nine 
Feet. Thefe are the Sizes which the 
Militia are obliged to obferve, by the 
Direction of one of the lateft Acs of 
Parliament; and any reafonable Man 
may judgeif our MW7é/itia is not defign- 
edly f{poil’d. ’Tis a Matter of no 
Confequence by whom this was done; 
Jacobites or Gourtiers are the fame to 
me, if we are to be involved in Ruin 
by their wicked Meafures. Ifa Thing 
is wrong, it ought to be expoafed to the 
World, in order that it may be reéti- 
fied. 

Nothing can merit more Attention 
than an Enquiry into the true State of 
the Militia; and if, upon Examina- 
tion, it appears that they have been 
traduced and defignedly abufed, fuch a 
ufeful Inftitution deferves to be vindi- 

cated from undeferved Cenfure; an 
Inftitution which would promote many 
good Purpofes of theState, and over- 
turn all deftructive Schemes that may 
hereafter be attempted. 

In order to inforce the Arguments 
that may be urged in favour of the 
Militia, 1 thall beg Leave to remind 
fome Gentlemen, who may, perhaps, 
oppofe the Amendment of the Mili 
tia Laws, by obferving, that they 
do not exert themfelves as they ought, 
to promote the Inrereft of the Com- 
monwealth. Of this Allegation the 
prefent Manner of arming the Militia 
isa Proof.

This is the Plan propofed: And to 
take off Objections, I chufe to follow 
the old Laws concerning the Ji/itia 
of this Country, as near as may be 
confiftent with the Good of the Ser- 
vice.

\ \ / Hereas the advertifing a Reward 
with no Queftions afked, for 
the Return of Things which have been 
loft or ftolen, is one great Caufe and 
Encouragement of Thefts and Rob- 
beries; be it enacted by the King’s 
moft Excellent Majelty, by and with 
the Advice and Confent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Com- 
mons, in this prefent Parliament af- 
fembled, and by the Authority of the 
fame, That from and after the tit, 
Day of Fune, 1752, any Perfon pub- 
lickly advertifing a Reward with no 
Queitions afked, for the Return of 
Things which have been f{tolen or loft, 
or making Ufe of any Words in 
fuch publick Advertifement, purport- 
ing, that fuch Reward fhall be given 
or paid, without feizing or making 
Enquiryafter thePerfon producing fuch 
Thing fo ftolen or loft, or promifing 
or offering, in any fuch publick Ad- 
vertifement, to return to any Pawn- 
broker, or other Perfon, who may 
have bought or advanced Money by 
way of Loan, upon fuch Thing fo 
{tolen or loft, the Money fo paid or 
advanced, or any other Sum of Money 
or Reward for the Return of fuch 
Thing; and any Perfon printing or 
publifhing fuch Advertifement, fhall 
refpectively forfeit the Sum of 50/, 
for every fuch Offence, to any Perfon 
who will fue for the fame. 

And whereas the Multitude of Places 
of Entertainment for the lower Sort

and on Confideration of his Circum-

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Continuation of the Life and Writings 
of Dr Swirt, from the Earl of 


ORRERY’s LETTERS, 


Have already told you, my dear 
B Ham, that the four firft Volumes 

of Swirt’s Works were publifhed to- 
gether, and paffed immediately under 
his own Infpection. Not long after- 
wards came out two additional Volumes, 
both which were fupervifed and cor- 
rected by the Author. 

The Conduct of the Allies begins the 
fifth Volume. I imagine that the Pub- 
lifber’s Preface was compofed by the 
Dean himfelf, but affectedly written in 
a bad Style, The laft Paragraph makes 
me fufpect his Hand, ‘* /t és plainly 
“< feen, {ays the Publifher, that a Spirit 
“<< of Liberty is diffufed through all thefe 
“ Writings, and that the Author is an 
“* Enemy to Tyranny and Oppreffion in 
“ any Shape whatever.” This is the 
Character at which Swirt aimed; and 
this is the Character which indeed he 
deferved. 

Throughout the Courfe of thefe Let- 
ters, I have freely pointed out to you 
all his Faults, but I beg you to remem- 
ber, that with all thofe Faults, he was 
above Corruption. A Virtue in itfelf 
fufficient to cover a Multitude of human 
Failings, fince from that Virtue alone 
can flow Profperity to the Common- 
wealth.

The prefent 
Times, and the Honour which I bear 
to many noble Families, defcended from 
Perfons mentioned in the7heExaminers, 
make me willing to take as flight No- 
tice as poflible even of the wittieft Paf- 
fages in thofe Papers, becaufe many 
of thofe Paffages arife from perfonal 
Reflections, or party Sarcafins, In ge- 
neral, the feveral Points relating to the 
national Debt (alas! how encreafed

Within thefe laft 40 Years, the po-

Ithout Doubt there is a kind of 
- fatal Blindnefs that feizes and 
overfpreads Nations, at fuch Times as 
their Wickednefs is arrived at its full 
Height, and the Cup of their Iniquity 
is accomplifh’d, fo that they fhall not 
, but run as were wilfully upon their 
Own Ruin. 
Whether fuch Blindnefs be the na- 
tural Confequence of their Sins, —_ 
juft and conftant Judgment that attends 











terrible Judgments: Yet Mercy f{prung 
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them, it makes no Difference in the 
Thing itfelf. That fuch Blindnefs and 
fuch Deftruétion have always attended 
Nations, when arrived to a great De- 
gree of Impiety, may be evidenced by 
a Multitude of Examples in the Writ- 
ings, both facred ond prophane. Did 
not an univerfal Impiety and Blindnefs 
reign over the whole Race of Mankind, 
when God difclofed to righteous Woah 
his Purpofe of punifhing their Wicked- 
nefs, and cleanfing the World by Water ? 
Who believed, or who amended his 
Life at the Report and Perfuafions of 
Noah ? No Doubt but a general Stupi- 
dity had feized their Senfes, and that 
Noah, when he built his Ark, was look’d 
upon by them as a Lunatick. When 
Mofes wrought his Miracles before the 
Face of Pharaoh, King of Egypt, to 
prevail upon him to fet the //raelites at 
Liberty, Did not a fatal Blindnefs and 
Hardnefs of Heart prevent him, and 
make him madly ruth upon his Ruin ? 
When Fefus Chriff, by Love Divine 
begot, and Virgin-born, came to re- 
deem Mankind, Did the ews believe 
him, though the Time, Place and Man- 
ner of his Birth, was by fo many of 
their own Prophets (whom they be- 
liev’d in) foretold? Though the Divi- 


nity of Chrif? was by fuch a Multitude * 


of Miracles demon{trated, yet did not 
Pride, and the Deceitfulnefs of human 
Defires, fo fhut their Rulers Eyes, that 
they fulfill’d the facred Scriptures by 
the Death of their Redeemer? Nay, 
though the Deftruction of Jerufalem 
and their terrible Diftreffes at that 
Time, and the Difperfion of the Re- 
mainder of them through the World, 
was fo fully and clearly predi¢ted to 
them; yet they do not {till continue 
in their Unbelief. Do they not even 
et obftinately fhut their Eyes againft 
all Evidence; though every fingle Few, 
fo difpers’d, is himfelf a {trong and fe- 
parate Proof of the Divinity of C4ri/f, 
and his Doétrine ? The Wickednefs of 
the Zews was undoubtedly, at that Pe- 
riod, very great; which caufed fuch 
fatal Blindnefs, and called down {uch 
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their Blindnefs the Eyes of all other 
Nations have received the Means of 


being open’d. 

It is an undeniable Truth, that not 
one {ingle Inftance can be fhewn, where 
the Wickednefs of any Nation was great, 
but that it was equally blind, foolifh 
and miferable. If we examine all pro- 
fane Hiftories, we fhall furely find, that 
every Kingdom or Country rofe or fell 
according to their Virtue or Vice ; from 
whence we may furely conclude, that 
Vice and Folly are one and the fame; 
and that to be good, is to be wife. 

Were not the Grecian and Roman 
Empires over-thrown by their own 
Vices, and particularly by thofe two 
great Banes of good Government, 
Luxury and Corruption? It was then 
with them, as now with us; every 
Man’s Eyes were fhut to the publick 
Service, and open only to his own; 
they were fo fatally blind, as not to 
perceive that their own private Interefts 
would be at laft fwallow’d up in the 
Deftruction of the Publick. The Hearts 
of their Rulers were made effeminate 
by extravagant Pleafures, and their 
Eyes were extinguithed by their Lutts ; 
the publick Revenue was profufely 
fquander’d away, not only in corrupt- 
ing their Senates, and keeping ftanding 
Armies at Home, but even in purchafing 
Peace Abroad: Cards and Mafks, and 
Drabs, and Dice, and every other vain 
luxurious Amufement, took up their 
whole Attention, and nothing was to 
be feen but private Extravagance, and 
publick Profufion: The whole Syf{tem 
of their Government turn’d entirely 
upon the Wheels of Corruption ; and 
Bribery, like a raging Peltilence, ran 
through every Rank of the People, and 
infected every Hand and every Heart. 

When the Rulers of any Nation are 
themfelves blinded by their Vices ; it 
will be impoffible, by any Laws what- 
foever, to make the Body of the People 
fee clear ; the lower Clafles of Mankind 
will always mind what their Superiors 
do, more than what they fay; and no- 
thing can be more vain, than for Rulers 
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from the Root of Juftice; for out of to expect Obedience to fuch Laws, as 


are difregarded by themfelves. 
Should a Mifer recommend Munifj- 


‘ eence, or a common Cheat, Honefty - 
, ? y; 


Would not their Practice be more pre- 
valent than their Precepts? Will Sol- 
diers fight with fo much Courage under 
a cowardly Commander? or, Can the 
Mafter of a Family, if he be a Sot or 
Libertine, reafonably expect his Ser- 
vants to be chafte or fober? Example, 
like Water, runs rapidly downwards, 
but feldom of itfelf afcends. 

A Multitude of Laws, when not en- 
forced by the Example of thofe that 
make them, only increafes the Confu- 
fion of a State: And it is a long expe- 
rienced Truth, that, Lz peffima Repub- 
lica, Leges plurima. When Rulers 
are themielves righteous, there will be 
but little Occafion for coercive Laws; 
the Examples of the Great being, of 
all Laws, the ftrongeft, and moft per- 
fuafive. 

Were not the Romans warlike under 
Romulus, religious under Numa, diflo- 
lute under Lucullus and Anthony, and 
idolatrous under Fulian? Were not 
the Ru/fians, from being the bafeft and 
molt contemptible of Nations, changed 
to their prefent glorious Power and 
Importance, by the invincible Example 
of their immortal Emperor, Peter the 
Great. 

In our own Nation, were not the 
People brave and warlike under our 
Third Edward and Fifth Henry ? Were 
they not cruelly fuperftitious under 
Mary, frugal and induftrious under 
Elizabeth, a Nation of martial Hypo- 
crites under Oliver, corrupt and libidi- 
nous under the Second Charles ? We 
might juftly bring the Force of Exam- 
ple farther down in this Nation, but we 
wave it; becaufe we write to reform, 
not to give Offence. 

The Morals of the Great, whether 
good or bad, have, in all Ages, and in 
all Nations, been generally receiv’d 
and copied by their Inferiors. When- 


ever therefore any People fhall be 
univerfally plung’d in Vice ; the Fault, 
as well as the confequential Evils that 
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always attend it, muft be laid princi- 
milly at the Doors of the Great, 

P if then the Wickednefs of every 
Nation is always attended with equal 
Folly and Blindnefs, that leads them 
to their own Deftruction; What 
Misfortunes may not this finful State 
now jultly dread ? What fatal Cata- 
trophe may not now be julitly ex- 

Ged? Are not our Impieties now 
grriv’d at the utmolt Height? Is not 
the molt horrible of all Sins, Murder, 
now become a common Crime among 
ws? Is not the Belief of a furure 

State, and all the righteous Doctrines 
of the Sacred Scriptures, now not 
only privately laugh’d at, but pub- 
lickly ridiculed? Is the profefling fuch 
bad Principles any Impediment to 
Promotion? or tather, Is not Infi- 
delity now become a neceflary Prelude 
to Preferment? Since then we treat 
the Author of right Reafon thus; Is 
it not Juftice. if he leaves us to our 
own Follies? If a fatal Blindnefs 
hould prevail in all our publick Af- 
fairs, Would it not be our own 
Faults? If the efponfing foreign In- 
terefts, whilft our own are utterly 
neglected, fhould again involve us in 

thother Land War, and fo compleat 

our Ruin, May we not thank our- 
felves? Will it not be a juft Punith- 
ment for our Sins, and the merited 

Fruits of our own deteftable Fool-

—She afterwards de- 
clared thofe Letters would have proved 
Cranttoun @ /Murderer.—She went out, 
and pafled over Hen/ey Bridge, but be- 
ing followed by a Mob and compelled 
to take Shelter in a Houfe, fhe cried 
out in an Agony, O! that curfed Vik 
lain!—But why do 1 blame him? Jam 
myfelf to blame; I gave the Powders, 
aid IL knew the Gonfequence. 

On the other Side, it was proved on 
Behalf of the Prifoner, that fhe always 
behaved to her Father with great Duty 
and Affection, except when .an ha/fly 
Expreffion Acaped in a Quarrel, which 
ufed fometimes to run high on both 
Sides ; that Mr B/andy needed no Af- 
fiftance from his Apothecary for more 
than twelve Months befgre his Death, 
during which Time it was fuppofed he 
had taken fome of the fame Poifon. 
When he firft complained, Mifs fent 
for an Apothecary, and afked with a 
tender Solicitude, if her Father was in 
Danger ? When told that he was, the 


‘intreated that a Phyfician might be called 


in; and tho’ her Father would have 
delayed it, yet fhe fent immediately for 
Dr Addington, without his Knowledge, 
tho’ fhe had then no Reafon to think 
that his Death would precipitate her 
own. Her Father, when dying, de- 
clared, and thro’the whole of his Be- 
haviour appeared to believe, that fhe 
had been deceived by Cranfioun. The 
Witnefs who had depofed, that Mifs 
faid fhe had given the Powders, and 
knew the Confequence, declared that fhe 
could not be pofitive whether the faid 
knew or know, which is fo important 
a Difference, that if the faid énew, it 
was a Confeflion of her Guilt, 
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know, only a Declaration of her Mif- 
fortune. 

The Judge obferved that the Evi- 
dence of an Intent to kill was only de- 
rived from Circumftances, and could 
amount only to Prefumption; yet as 
this Evidence, however weak, and 

owever inconiiftent with the Fa¢ts 
proved on the other Side, was not op- 
pofed by ftronger Evidence, and as in 
fome Initances the Pretumption of her 
Guilt conld not be obviated, the Jury 
were juitified in finding a Werdict a- 
* gainft her. 

It muft however be obferved that the 
Prefumption of an Intent, arifing from 
Facts which are not controverted, can 
be invalidated ouly by proving other 
Facts, from which a contrary intent 
can be inferred: Thus, as the giving 
Poifon by the Prifoner could not be 
denied, no {tronger Evidence of her 
not intending to kill was poflible, than 
that fhe fent for Help as foon as fhe 
perceived her Father difordered. Bin- 
freld {wears, that Mifs ufed malicious 
Expreflions ; to prove the Negative was 
not paflible; but two Witnefles proved 
that Binfield bore her ill-will. 

But other Evidence has fince arifen, 
fuch as has been always deemed pre- 
pollent to any other, the Declaration 
of a dying Perfon. Ina Court of Ju- 
dicature no Man is believed who con- 
tradicts the Declaration of a dying Man 
againit his fuppofed Murderer, tho’ he 
may be prompted by Defire of Revenge, 
and encouraged in the Indulgence of it 
by confidering it as the Defire of Juttice ; 
but few feem difpofed to believe Mifs 
Blandy’s Narrative, tho’ no Part of it 
implies direct and wilful Perjury in any 
of the Witnefles againit her, and tho’, 
as fhe accufes Cranffoun, and did not 
intend it fhould be publithed till the 
had given it the laft San&tion with her 
dying Breath, fhe could have no Mo- 
tive to attelft a Falfehood. The Sub- 
itance of her Narrative is as follows: 

Mifs Blandy became acquainted with 
Capt. Cranfioun in the Year 17463 he 
foon after mace his Addreffes to her, 
with her Father and Mother’s Confent, 
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but her Mother dying, and Mr Blandy 
hearing that Cranffoun had another 
Wife in Scotland, he fometimes ufed 
Mifs cruelly on his Account, though at 
other Times he carefled him, and even 
invited him to his Honfe. Cranflsxun 
who was perpetually dunned for pett 
Debts, and in Fear of Arreft, hotaale 
he was unable to pay them, though 
Mifs frequently lent him Money for 
that Purpofe, perceived that, whether 
he married her or not, he might difpofe 
of her Fertune, if it was in her own 
Hands, projected the Death of Mr 
Biandy, that he might put her into 
Pofleffiqn of it; for this Purpofe he 
told Mifs of a famous Woman in Scot- 
land, named Morgan, who had, among 
other Things given him fome Love- 
Powders, which he often urged her.to 
fufier him to adminifter to her Father, 
who now treated him with Coldnefs, 
and fhe as often refufed; but Mr B/and), 
at Length, changing fo much in his 
Temper, tha¢ Mifs feldom rofe from 
the Table without Tears, and Cran/ftoun 
being then at his Houfe, faid to Mifg 
one Morning in Auguf?, 1750, 1 will 
now put in fome of the Powder, upon 
my Soul it will not hurt bim,—to which 
fhe anfwered, Do not do it, Cranttoun, 
for it will make me uneafy, and do you 
no good. Hé did however put fome 
Powder in Mr Blandy’s Tea, which 
produced no apparent ill Effect. Grav 
/toun foon after pretended to Mifs fut 
he had feen her Father's Apparition, 
Mufick alfo was heard in the Houle, 
probably contrived by him, to prepare 
Mifs for the Death of her Father, which, 
as he could not long continue at Hen!" 
he was projecting to bring about by her 
Means; but if fhe had been privy t 
his Defign, there would have been no 
Need of fuch Meafures with Refpect ta 
her, and fhe would have been intrufted 
with the Secret, if they were intended 
to impofe upon others. In April 1751) 
he wrote to her, that be fad again fecn 
his old Friend, Mrs Morgan, and that 
if he could procure any more of the 
Powder which he had once given to her 


Father, te would fend it,—To this fhe 
. an: 
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anfwered, that fhe wondered he could 
plieve fuch £ ficacy in Powders, and 
shat [he avould not admini ifter any to her 
futher, lef? it foould injure his Health. 
in his Reply he gently reproached her 
for her Sufpicion, and foon after 
acquainted her, that he would fend 
ime of the Powder with fome Scots 
Pebbles which he had intended her; 
and that he fhould write upon the Paper 
in which the Powder was contained, 
Powder to clean Scots Pebbles, /e/f, 
if he gave it its true Name, the Box 
jfhould be opened, and be be laughed at 
fra fuperflitious Focl, as he had been 
by her before. In Fune 1751, the 
Powder and Pebbles arrived, which in 
a Letter he urged her to mix in Tea; 
this fhe once attempted, but could not 
effect, and therefore threw the Tea out 
ofthe Window. She obferves Gunnel 
and the Chair-woman could not there- 
fore have been difordered at two feve- 
sal Times by drinking out of thet Cup. 
She then wrote to Cranjtoun, that the 
Powder would not mix in Tea, and 
that /he would try it no more; for that 
though it /hould do her Father no Harm, 
yet if he fhould difcover it, he might 
refent it fo far as to break of all Cor- 
refpondence between them. In Anfwer 
to this Letter Cran/foun intreats her to

thah Tea, which fhe often refufed, but 
he urging this Requeft in many more 
Letters, fhe unhappily confented ; not 
becaufe fhe believed the Powder would 
produce the Effect he expected, but in 
mere Compliance with his Importunity,

the Phyfick; nor did the fufpéé that 
the Diforder of the Chair-woman pro- 
ceeded from her having eaten fome of 
the Gruel, efpecially as fhe had been 
ufed to Diforders of the like Kind, in 
which Mifs had formerly relieved her, 
by giving her Broth and Whey. She 
obferves, that fhe had been blamed by 
the Doctor, for not immediately ac- 
quainting him with what fhe had given ; 
to this fhe anfwers, that /be did not 
then believe her Father to be in immis 
nent Danger, and hoped that her Folly 
would not be known, but that when fhe 
eas convinced that his Danger was im- 
minent, fhe concealed it no longer, tho” 
the Secret affected her Life. On the 
Sunday the wrote to Cranffoun, as fhe 
had been ufed to do every Poft, and 
therefore could not have much to fay, 
but as fhe had received a Letter from 
him the Friday before, in which fome 
Secrets of his Family were difclofed, 
fhe advifes him to be more cautious, as 
the Circumftances of her Family made 
it probable that they might be inter- 
cepted. This Narrative, in which 
every Circumftance that feemed to imply 
Guilt is accounted for confiftently with 
her Innocence, fhe attefted, when fhe 
received the Sacrament in 2x/ord Caltle, 
about an Hour before her Death, and 
again when upon the Ladder; having 
alfo declared her Belief of the Chriftian 
Religion, and expreffed her Hopes of 
Mercy through the Merits of Chré/?.

1 beg Leave to mention one, 
becaufe it is a true Story, and happen’d 
in a neighbouring State not many Years 
ago. | 
A Feweller, a Man of goad Cha- 

racer and confiderable Wealth, having 
Occafion, in the Way of his Bufinefs, 
to travel at fome Diitance from the 
Place of his Abode, took along with 
him a Servant, in order to look after 
his Portmanteay. He had along with 
him fome of his beft Jewels, and a 
large Sum of Money, to which his Ser- 
vant was likewife privy. The Matter, 
having Occafion to heme gn the 
Road, the Servant watch’d his Oppor- 
tunity, took a Pifto] from his Matter’s 
Saddle, and fhot him dead on the Spot. 
Then rifling him af his Jewels and 
Money, and hanging a large Stone to 
his Neck, he threw him into the neareft 
Canal. With this Booty he made off 
to a diftant Part of the Cauntry, where 
he had Reafon to believe that neither 
he nor his Mafter was known. There 
he began to trade in a very low Way at 
firft, that his Obfcurity might {creen 
him from Obfervation, and in the 
Courfe of a good many Years feem’d 
to rife, by the natural Progrefs of Bu- 
‘fiefs, into Wealth and Confideration, 
fo that his good Fortung appeared at 
once the Effect and Reward of jis 
Induftry and Virtue. Of thefe he 
counterfeited the Appearances fo well, 
that he grew in great Credit, married 
into a good Family, and by laying out 
his hidden Stores difcreetly, as he {aw 
Occafion, and joining to all a univerfal 
Affability, he was admitted to a Share 
of the Government of the Town, and 
rofe from one Poft to another, till at 
Length he was chofen chief Magiftrate. 
In this Office he maintain’d a fair Cha- 
racter, and continued to fill it with no 
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{mall Applaufe, both as Governor and 
a Judge; till one Day, as he fat on the 
Bench with fome of his Brethren, 
Criminal was brought before them, who 
was accus’d of having murdered his 
Matter. The Evidence came out full, 
the Jury brought in their VerdiG that 
the Prifoner was guilty, and the whole

Then he made an ample Con- 
teflion of his Guilt, and of all its Ag- 
gravations, particularly the Ingratitude 
of it to a Mafter who had raifed him 
from the yery Duft, and repofed a pe- 
culiar Confidence in him; and told 
them in what Manner he had hitherto 
fcreen’d himfelf from publick Juttice, 
and how he had efcaped the Obfervation 
of Mankind by the fpecious Mafk he 
had wore. “ But now” added he “ na 
fooner did this unhappy Prifoner appear 
before us, charged with the fame Crime 
I was confcious of myfelf, -than the 
cruel Circumftances of my Guilt befet 
me in all their Horror, the Arrows of 
the Almighty {tuck faft within me, and 
my own Crime appeared fo atrocious, 
that I could not confent to pals Sen- 
tence againft my fellow Criminal till f 
had firft impannelled and accus’d myfelf. 
Nor can I now feel any Relief from the 
Agonies of an awakened Confcience, 


but my requiring that fuftice may be © 


forthwith done again{t me in the molt 
publick and folemn Manner, for fo ag- 
gravated a Parricide. Therefore in the 
Prefence of the all-feeing God, the

feems, he had talked to a young Lady 
in aStrain, which though ufual with him, 
was thought fomewhat particular by her-

fre this bole Affembly, who 
fave been the Witnelles of my Hypo- 
cry, I plead guilty, and require Sen- 
ence may be anon again{ft me as a moft 
notonous Malefactor.”

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A Letter from Dr Swift to the Reve- 
rend Mr Kendall, Vicar of ‘Thornton 
in Leicefterfhire. 


SIR, Feb. 11, 1691. 


F any thing made me wonder at 
your Letter, it was your almoft in- 
viting me to do fo in the Beginning, 
which indeed grew lefs upon knowing 
the Occafion, fince ’tis what I have 
heard from more than one in and about 
Leicefer. And for the Friendfhip be- 
tween us, as I fuppofe yours to be real, 
fo I think it would be proper to imagine 
mine, until youfind any Caufe to believe 
it pretended ; though i mighthave fome 
Quarrel at you in three or four Lines, 
which are very ill beftowed in compli- 
menting me.
